GENTLEMEN :—In conformity with law, I have the honor to 
submit to you the Biennial Report of the transactions of this 
office, from the first day of December, 1874, to the first day of 
December, 1876, which, shows the operations of this depart- 
ment for the past two years, and exhibits the condition of the 
finances, revenues, taxables, funds, resources and incomes of 
the Territory.

Making a coin debt of $71,386 45 and a currency debt of 
$49,389 71. These are the cxact amounts appearing on the 
books of this office, and include the whole sum of which I 
have official knowledge, but they do not show the entire in- 
debtedness, as certain orders drawn by the District Judges 
upon the Treasurer, for the payment of District Attorneys’ 
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salaries, are registered by the Treasurer, without any official 
knowledge or action of the Controller. 


RECEIPTS. 


. The total receipts from all sources by the Treasurer for the 
years 1875 and 1876, were, $61,674 28. This is a less amount 
than that of the two preceeding years, for the reason that the 
last report for 1876 was made on the first Monday in October, 
while the money collected during the quarter following that re- 
port is not reported until the first Monday in January follow- 
ing. An act of the last session of the Legislature, changed 
the time of reporting from the second Monday in November, 
4o the first Monday in October. This change in the law was | 
necessary in order to secure uniformity and harmony in the 
transactions, and reports of each fiscal year; but it causes the 
first period of two years succeeding the change to show a less 
amount, as there has not yet been time for the operation of the 
law to be equalized. 


TERRITORIAL PRISONERS AND PRISON FUND. 


The amount of warrants drawn upon the Prison Fund for 
the years, 1873 and 1874, was $4,320 54; for 1875 and 1876 


it has been $10,796 57. :

This shows the total indebtedness of Prison Fund, less its 
proportion of the cash on hand, as shown in the general debt 
statement. 

It will be seen that the cost of keeping the Territorial pris- 
oners for the past two years is largely in excess of that for the 
years 1873 and 1874. This is not owing to any increase - 
in the cost per capita, but to the largely increased number of 
prisoners. One very considerable item of expense is caused by 
the transportation of prisoners from the distant counties to the 
Territorial prison. As the penalty suffered by the Territorial 
prisoners is practically but little more than simple confinement, 

“and as their time of sentence is in no way utilized or made to 
“ contribute to the lessening of expenses, I would respectfully 


rm 
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recommend, that in the remote counties of Idaho, Nez Perce, 
Shoshone, Oneida, Bear Lake and Lemhi, this class of pris- 
oners be kept confined in the county jails of their respective 
counties, subject to such regulations as the law may direct. 

The cost of bringing prisoners from those counties to the 
Territorial prison is about as follows: From Idaho county, 
$400; Shoshone county, $400; from Nez Perce county, $360 ; 
from Oneida county, $360; from Bear Lake county, $400; from 
Lemhi county, $800. The cost to the Territory for the trans- 
portation of prisoners from those counties during the past two 
years, has been 82,278 70. 


TERRITORIAL REVENUE DURING 1875 


In Statement No. VI, will be found a full exhibit of the 
amount paid into the Territorial Treasury for the fiscal year 
1875. From the receipts during that year we may form a very 
fair and correct estimate of the revenue to be expected by the 
Territory during the two following years under existing laws. 
My reason for selecting and presenting that particular year is, 
that it is the only period available, for this report, which in- 
cludes all the receipts for a whole fiscal year. 

It will be seen by Statements No. VII and VIII, that the 
total receipts embraced in this report include the last quarter of 
1874, the entire fiscal year 1875, and the first two quarters of 
1876; the fiscal 1875 being the only one which can be shown 
perfect and whole in this report. 


OFFICIAL DELINQUENCIES. 


Clause Seventh, of Section 4, of an act, defining the duties 
of Territorial Controller makes it the duty of the Controller 
“to direct prosecution in the name of the Territory, for all 
ofticial delinquencies in relation to the assessment, collection 
and payment of the revenue, against all persons, who, by any 
means become possessed of public money or property, and fail 
to pay over and deliver the same, and against all debtors of 
the Territory.” This is a law, wise and necessary it is true, 
but totally inoperative from the want of any provision or 
means for carrying it into effect when needed. 


UNIFOM SYSTEM OF TERRITORIAL AND COUNTY REVENUE. 


On page 475 of the Revised laws of Idaho, will be found 
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the title of an act “to provide a uniform system of Territorial 
and county revenue.” I cannot adequately express my earnest 
wish that I could feel at liberty to suggest that the word “uni- 
form” be stricken out of the title of this act and the word 
“multiform” be inserted in its stead. This would make the 
title of the act couform to the body and matter thereof, as 
nearly every county in the Territory is blessed with a system 
of revenue distinct and peculiar to itself. 


FUTURE SOURCES OF REVENTE. 


In reviewing our sources of revenue, and in estimating 
probable future receipts, it would be unfair to leave ont of 
view what we may reasonably hope will be added thereto by 
an increase of population. Other Territories and States simi- 
larly placed as Idaho, without many of her unparalleled ad- 
vantages of climate, soil and mineral wealth, have their Boards 
of Immigration duly organized and equipped with all the re- 
quisite agencies and instrumentalities to make them effective 
in bringing within their borders those who may be desirous of 
seeking new homes. Idaho alone, has neglected this impor- 
tant means of causing her Territory to be settled. Washing- 
ton Territory through her Board of Immigration and efficient 
home agencies has flooded all the lines of travel, and all the 
railroad centers with publications, setting forth the advantage 
of that Territory as an inducement to immigrants. The con- 
sequence is that Idaho is annually traversed by hundreds of 
immigrants on their way to our sister Territory, and experience 
has shown that people will act in obedience to the first impulse 
and influence, which proves of sufficient force to move them, 
and that once in motion they will not stop short of their first 
chosen point of destination. In view of all the advantages to 
be derived from increased immigration, I would respectfully’ 
suggest that the Legislature consider the propriety of making 
an appropriation for this purpose.
